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MINUTES OF A REGULAR MEETING

OF THE BOARD OF TRUITFEES

OF THE CITY OF TORRANCE :

Torrance, Californis,
October 20, 1924.

A regulsr meeting of the Board of Trustees of the City of
Torrance was held in the Council Chambers at Torrance, Califorais,
October 20, 1924, and was called to order at 7:00 P.M. by Pres-
ident Smith. The following Trusteses were present: Brooks,
Deininger, Torrence and Smith. Absent: Fitzhugh.

The regular order of business was deferred to hear protests
ezainst the proposed alley paving, as had been advertised.

The Clerk resd & protest asgsinst the use of Willite--recom-
mending the greding, graveling and oiling of & certain alley in
Block 69. The same was signed by 9 property owners, representing
practically the total frontege.

Trustee Deininger moved that the hearing on 4ll@y paving be
continued until Hovember 3, 1924, at 7:00 P.M. Trustee Torrence
and Brooks seconded the motion which was duly carried.

Teking up the regular order of business, the Clerk read the
minutes of the reguler meeting of October 6, 1924, which were
approved as read.

The minutes of the adjourned, rezuler meeting of October 13,
1924, were read and approved &s resad.

The minutes of an ajjourned meeting of an adjourned, regular
meeting of October 14, 1924, were read snd spproved after & cor-
rection &as to. posting motices of change of setback line in Block
57.

Trustee Fitzhugh came in at 7:20 P.l.
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Two waivers as to setback line in Block 57, were resad

-and ordered filed on motion by Trustee Deininger, seconded

by Trustee Torrence, and & majority vote.

A communication from J. J. Boatman, regarding effluent
sewage, was read. )

Trustee Deininger moved that the Sewer committee be
authorized to install an extrs pump and a pipe line of
sufficient dismeter connecting with the cement line to teke
care of the effluent sewasge. Trustee Torrence seconded the

motion which was not carried by the following roll call vote:

& letter from the City Clerk of Los angeles, regarding
fire protection in the Shoe String Strip, was referred to
the Fire committee to discuss with the Chief and report at
next meeting on motion by Trustee Fitzhugh, seconded by
Trustee Deininger, and a majority vote.

The communication from the Dominguez Land Corp. in re
improving Redondo Boulevsrd, wes referred to the City Eng-

_ ineer, Attorney snd Clerk with instructions to get together

and see what steps were necessary snd devise a sufficient

answer to said communication, on motion by Trustee Fitzhugh,

seconded by Trustee Brooks, end a majority vote.

Under orel communicetions, Mr. Wright gave his reasons
for protesting the alley paving in Block 69.

Trustee Deininger reported that the sewer matter hsad
glready been brought up; thst there was some dissetisfection
among local contractors as to letting the sidewalk contract
as & whole as it worked a hsrdship on a smell contractor
to finance humself for such & large undertaeking. Trustee
Fitzhugh suggested that such contractors get together and
split up the work end help esch other--all to be let as one
contract--as the City could not get a competitive price
otherwise. ’

The report on the fire escape at the Auditorium by
Trustee Deininger was to the effect that it seemed & good
plen to allow the fire escape to rest on the ground, there
being less danger than hseving it suspended by a counter-

" poise.

In the matter of a truck for the Street department,
Trustee Deininger moved that the City_enter into & lease
contract to procurs a Chevrolet truck at a cost of §918.00,
and that the President of the Board be authorized to execute
such contrsct. Trustee Torrence seconded the motion which
wes duly carried by the following roll csall vote:

Gascoigne reported thet he would like to see some
action on the Sewer proposition slso that the work of oiling
certein streets was progressing.

- President Smith reported that he had not had time as yet
to look into the matter of an Engineer to report on the water
gquestion.
